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Exaltation  is  Greater  than  Salvation. 


Conference  address  in  the  great  Mormon 

Tabernacle,    6th    April,     1934,    by    Elder 

George  Albert   Smith,   of  the   Council  of 

the  Twelve  Apostles. 

I  am  very  grateful  to-day  to  be  with 
you,  my  brethren  and  sisters,  in  this, 
the  second  session  of  our  conference.  I 
trust  that  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  will  con- 
tinue with  us,  that  we  may  be  edified 
under  the  influence  of  the  same,  and  that 
when  we  go  from  here  we  may  feel  that 
it  has  been  profitable  and  that  we  have 
indeed  waited  upon  the  Lord. 

A  diminishing  faith  in  God. 

During  the  last  few  months  some  things 
have  occurred  that  have  been  more  or  less 
distressing  to  me,  one  being  the  evidence 
that  there  is  a  diminishing  faith  in  God 
Only  a  few  weeks  ago  I  read  in  one  of 
the  large  daily  papers  a  statement  of  the 
result  of  a  questionnaire  that  had  been 
sent  out  to  500  Protestant  ministers,  men 
who  are  leaders  in  the  churches  of  the 
world,  and  I  was  very  much  disappointed 
to  discover  that  there  were  those  amonef 


them  who  did  not  believe  in  a  personal 
God,  who  did  not  believe  in  the  divinity 
of  Jesus  Christ,  who  did  not  believe  that 
there  is  a  heaven,  and  54  per  cent,  did 
not  believe  in  a  personal  devil.  I  might 
mention  other  things,  Bible  teachings 
that  were  discredited  by  these  men,  who 
have  been  educated  to  teach  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ  in  the  Christian  world. 

Recently  I  have  met  quite  a  number 
of  missionaries,  many  of  them  young 
men,  some  young  women,  representing 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints.  They  have  been  able  when  they 
were  called  upon,  to  stand  on  their  feet 
and  testify  to  the  truth  of  these  things 
that  are  doubted  by  the  men  who  ate 
supposed  to  be  leaders  in  Christian 
churches. 
An  understanding  of  the  purpose  of  life. 

I  fear  that  the  condition  of  the  world 
is  due  to  a  lack  of  understanding  of  the 
purpose  of  our  being.  They  do  not  know 
about  pre-existence.  There  are  so  many 
that    seem   to   have   no   conception   of   it, 
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and  have  no  desire  to  know  where  we 
are  going  when  our  mortal  life  is  ended. 
That  was  the  condition  which  prevailed 
in  the  world  when  the  Gospel  was 
restored  in  the  latter  days.  The  Saviour, 
in  the  meridian  of  time,  delivered  His 
message  and  gave  to  the  people  an 
understanding  of  the  truth.  Then,  when 
He  finished  His  work,  after  having 
organized  his  church,  he  left  them,  went 
back  to  His  Heavenly  Father  and  is  en- 
throned in  the  heavens.  We  are  the 
recipients  of  the  benefits  and  blessings 
enjoyed  by  humankind  as  a  result  of  his 
marvellous   life   here    upon    the'   earth. 

A  little  over  a  hundred  years  ago  there 
were  few  people  in  the  world  who  believed 
in  a  personal  God  with  a  body.  But  a 
manifestation  came  at  that  time  to  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  when  he  was  only 
a  boy,  not  yet  fifteen  years  of  age,  and 
he  saw  the  Father  and  the  Son  and  so 
testified.  He  also  received  visitations 
from  other  heavenly  beings,  and  the 
Lord,  through  them  gave  him  additional 
information  for  the  children  of  men,  and 
he,  in  his  own  way,  gave  to  us,  or  to 
those  who  preceded  us  in  the  Church,  an 
understanding  of  the  purpose  of  life.  The 
Lord  blessed  him  in  his  ministry,  but  like 
many  of  the  prophets  who  had  lived 
before  him,  he  became  a  martyr  for  the 
truth. 

Divine  truths  revealed  through  a 
Prophet. 
Before  his  death  thousands  of  good 
men  and  women  accepted  him  as  a  pro- 
phet and  gathered  at  Nauvoo,  Illinois, 
and  erected  a  beautiful  Temple.  Mob 
violence  deprived  them  of  their  homes 
and  they  were  driven  to  the  wilderness, 
arriving  in  this  then  desolate  valley  July 
24,  1847.  They  believed  in  God  the 
Eternal  Father  and  in  His  Son  Jesus 
Christ  and  accepted  His  Gospel  as  the 
only  plan  that  would  insure  them  a  place 
in  the  Celestial  kingdom.  His  descrip- 
tion of  heaven  inspires  us  with  a  desire 
to  be  worthy  of  a  home  there  when  our 
earthly     lives    are     finished.  A     literal 

resurrection  and  a  description  of  heaven 
and  hell  are  made  so  plain  that,  to  use  a 
scripture,  "  a  wayfaring  man,  though  a 
fool,   need   not   err   therein." 

All  that  information  that  was  given  to 
Joseph  a  little  over  a  hundred  years  ago 


has  been  passed  on  by  a  community  of 
people  that  were  driven  from  their  homes 
in  the  Fast,  who  came  to  this  western 
land  and  established  themselves  here. 
They  have  been  subduing  the  land,  build- 
ing homes  and  cities,  and  in  the  mean- 
time they  have  been  sending  mission- 
aries into  all  parts  of  the  world  to  dis- 
seminate the  truth. 

Our  responsibility  to  mankind. 
I  can  understand  how  careless  men 
might  be  with  the  rights  of  others,  if  they 
believe  that  in  this  life  only  we  have  hope. 
They  would  not  be  as  considerate  of  their 
fellows  if  they  did  not  understand  the 
purpose  of  life.  There  has  been  be- 
queathed to  us  who  are  here  to-day,  and 
our  associates  in  this  Church,  the  respon- 
sibility of  delivering  a  message  to  the 
children  of  men,  carrying  it  into  all  the 
world  so  that  others  will  understand  it, 
and  so  that  those  who  do  not  know  may 
be  brought  to>  repentance  of  sin,  and 
turn  to  righteousness. 

I  asked  myself  to-day,  as  I  looked 
into  the  faces  of  this  fine  congregation, 
how  many  of  us  have  performed  our 
part?  How  many  of  these  men  who 
are  in  presiding  positions  have  been  in 
the  world,  and  given  their  time  and  their 
means  to  divide  with  our  Father's 
children  the  truth  that  has  been  restored 
again  in  this  latter  day?  There  are 
thousands  of  men  in  this  audience,  and 
it  is  probable  that  by  far  the  majority 
of  those  who  are  here,  holding  the  Mel- 
chizedek  Priesthood,  have  been  in  the 
mission  field.  You  have  not  only  given 
two  or  more  years  of  your  lives  as 
ambassadors  of  our  Lord  but  you  have 
borne  the  expense  necessary  to  accom- 
plish your  missions,  for  which  you  may 
receive  an  eternal  blessing. 

It  is  our  duty  to  teach  the  truth-  The 
Lord  has  called  us  to  do  that  and  we 
should  qualify,  not  only  to  teach  it  to 
the  world,  but  to  live  it  in  our  own 
homes,  in  all  our  communities.  Only  in 
proportion  to  our  observance  of  the 
tenchings  of  the  Lord  will  happiness 
come  into  our  lives. 

To  believe  that  we  are  the  children  of 
the  Lord,  that  he  is  the  Father  of  our 
spirits,  that  we  are  living  eternal  lives, 
is  surely  a  comfortable  feeling.  To 
know  that  we  may  have  the  companion- 
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ship  of  those  we  love  throughout  the 
ages  of  eternity  is  an  inspiration.  These 
blessings  have  come  to  us.  The  Lord 
has  bestowed  them  upon  us  to  prepare 
us  to  take  advantage  of  our  opportuni- 
ties here,  and  to  exemplify  in  our  lives 
those  precious  truths  that  enrich  us  here 
and  bless  those  with  whom  we  associate. 
The  only  means  of  securing  peace  and 
happiness. 

There  is  much  confusion  in  the  world 
and  there  seems  to  be  no  way  to  remove 
it  except  by  the  power  of  our  Heavenly 
Father.  The   wisdom   of  the  world   is 

failing,  the  scripture  is  fulfilled,  and  to- 
day the  wisest  of  all  men  are  seeking, 
by  means  of  legislation,  to  bring  about 
a  better  condition  and  a  more  wholesome 
life  among  the  human  family.  They  may 
strive  in  that  way,  but  unless  men  have 
faith  in  God,  unless  they  understand  the 
purpose  of  life,  they  will  not  go  very  far. 
The  people  of  the  world  must  repent  of 
their  sins  before  the  Lord  can  give  to 
them  the  peace  and  happiness  desired. 
No  other  plan  will  succeed. 

Our  privilege  and  duty. 

So  upon  you,  my  brethren,  who  hold 
the  Priesthood,  much  responsibility  is 
placed.  We  have  an  understanding  of 
the  truth.  It  is  your  duty  and  mine  to 
live  the  Gospel,  and  to  disseminate  the 
truth    as    we    have   opportunity.  It    is 

your  privilege  and  mine  to  carry  the  mes- 
sage of  life  and  salvation  to  the  children 
of  men.  There  are  many  who  have  no 
idea  of  the  purpose  of  this  Church.  I 
have  had  men  ask  me:  "  Of  what  benefit 
is  your  church  more  than  some  other 
church?  "  I  have  tried,  in  a  tactful 
way,  to  explain  to  them  the  difference. 
Any  organzation  may  band  together  for 
worship,  but  that  does  not  give  them 
divine  authority.  Any  group  of  churches 
may  mass  together  and  organize  com- 
munity churches.  That  does  not  confer 
divine  authority.  Men  may  unite  for 
good  purposes,  but  authority  from  our 
Heavenly  Father  is  only  obtained  in  His 
way,  and  His  way  in  former  days  was  by 
calling  and  ordaining  men  and  setting 
them  apart  for  the  work.  The  same 
thing  is  true  in  our  day. 

Preparation   for  celestial   glory. 

So  while  we  may  see  the  beauties  of 
other  faiths,  and  they  may  teach  precious 


truth.,  and  many  wonderful  people  are 
identified  with  the  various  churches,  we 
must  understand  that  only  the  Lord's 
plan  will  prepare  them  lor  a  place  in  the 
Celestial  kingdom.  The  purpose  of  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  to  prepare  us  for 
the  Celestial  kingdom.  The  Lord  has  re- 
vealed to  us  that  there  are  other  king- 
doms of  glory,  and  other  kingdoms  not 
of  glory;  but  in  order  that  men  might  be 
prepared  for  the  Celestial  kingdom  He 
sent  His  Only  Begotten  Son  into  the 
world.  He  overcame  death  and  found 
the  way  of  the  resurrection,  and  delivered 
the  message  of  life  and  salvation  to  the 
children     of     men  We     know     that, 

brethren,  but  our  Father's  children  in  the 
world  do  not  understand  it. 

Think  of  the  responsibility  that  is  upon 
us,  if  in  carelessness  or  indifference  we 
live  our  lives,  not  seeking  to  divide  the 
truth  with  those  whom  the  Lord  loves  as 
much  as  He  loves  us,  and  who  are 
precious  in  His  sight.  I  feel  that  there 
should  be  an  awakening  among  some  of 
the  members  of  this  Church.  I  think 
a  greater  effort  should  be  made  to  divide 
with  our  Father's  children  all  the  truth 
that  is  deposited  with  this  Church. 
Divine  authority  necessary. 

People  should  be  made  to  understand 
that  just  to  bow  before  the  Lord  in  prayer 
does  not  give  them  divine  authority. 
To  live  up  to  the  requirements  that  are 
made  of  honesty,  virtue,  truth,  etc.,  does 
not  give  them  divine  authority.  Our 
Heavenly  Father  has  made  it  plain  to 
the  children  of  men  that  only  under  the 
hands  of  those  who  possess  divine  autho- 
rity may  we  obtain  the  power  to  become 
members  of  the  Celestial  kingdom. 
Knowing  that,  how  anxious  we  ought  to 
be  to  disseminate  that  information  and 
divide  it  with  those  who  live  in  the 
world. 

I  stand  here  to-day,  fully  convinced 
of  the  divinity  of  the  mission  of  Jesus 
Christ.  I  know  it  as  I  know  that  I  live. 
If  I  were  recreant  to  that  knowledge,  if 
I  failed  to  do  my  part,  knowing  that, 
what  would   my  condemnation  be? 

I  am  grateful  that  in  this  day  and  age 
the  Lord  has  revealed  the  Gospel  again. 
The  Father  and  the  Son  appeared,  men 
who  held  the  Priesthood  formerly  came 
and  conferred  that  Priesthood  upon  hum-

ble  men  and  they  in  turn  were  com- 
manded to  confer  it  upon  others.  So 
the  Gospel  and  the  Priesthood  have  been 
made  available  to  all  who  will  qualify  to 
receive  the  same,  and  that  is  the  Lord's 
way. 

It  is  not  sufficient  that  we  pray,  that 
we  attend  church.  It  is  necessary  that 
we  possess  divine  authority,  and  it  is  tne 
claim  that  we  possess  that  authority  mat 
has  brought  upon  this  Church  much  ot 
the  persecution  that  has  followed  it  from 
the  beginning.  But  it  is  the  truth  and 
many  of  our  Fathers's  children  are  begin- 
ning to  observe  the  effect  of  divine 
authority  in  this  Church.  They  see  the 
development  that  is  made  in  the  lives  of 
men  and  women  and  I  think  there  is  more 
inquiry  to-day  after  the  truth,  as  taught 
by  the  Redeemer  of  mankind,  than  there 
has  been  during  the  last  hundred  years. 
I  believe  the  way  is  opening,  and  the 
Lord  is  preparing  the  hearts  of  men, 
that  they  will  be  willing  to  hear  the  truth 
and  accept   it. 

Progress  of   Church   cannot   be   impeded 
by  man. 

What  a  glorious  opportunity  is  ours ! 
The  Gospel  has  been  preached  in  this 
very  structure,  from  this  pulpit,  for  more 
than  half  a  century  and  we  are  the  fourth, 
fifth  and  sixth  generations  in  the  Church 
now  living,  and  all  this  time  the  ad- 
versary has  opposed  the  truth,  and  he 
will  continue  to  oppose  it,  but  it  is  our 
duty  to  exemplify  the  beauty  of  it  in  our 
lives,  that  men,  seeing  our  good  works, 
will  be  constrained  to  accept  the  Gospel 
and  to  glorify  the  name  of  the  Redeemer. 

Think  of  the  men  who  have  presided 
over  this  Church — Joseph  Smith  gave  his 
life  without  hesitation,  when  the  time 
came,  but  he  had  finished  his  work.  The 
men  who  have  succeeded  him  in  the  presi- 
dency have  possessed  divine  authority. 
Each  of  them  in  their  turn  has  been 
criticized.  Fault  has  been  found  with 
their  ministry,  but  they  have  been  ser- 
vants of  the  Lord  and  he  has  recognized 
them,  and  they  have  lived  long,  useful 
lives,   and  have  blessed  the  people. 

The  conditions  are  just  the  same  to- 
day. The  same  influences  that  destroyed 
the  life  of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith, 
crucified  the  Saviour.  The  same  influ- 
ences that  have  betrayed  the  servants  of 


the  Lord  in  the  past  are  in  the  world 
to-day.  knowing  that  and  realizing 
how  1  utile  men  have  been  to  impede  the 
progress  of  this  Church  how  grateful  ue 
ought  to  be  to  know  that  this  work  is 
not  the  work  of  man,  but  it  is  the  work 
of  the  Lord;  that  this  Church,  that  bears 
the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  is  directed  by 
him,  and  he  will  permit  no  man  or  group 
of  men  to  destroy  it.  He  will  not  permit 
the  men  who  preside  over  His  Church 
to  lead  the  people  into  error,  but  he  will 
sustain  them  with  his  almighty  power. 
He  will  magnify  them  in  the  eyes  of  good 
and  great  men  and  women.  He  will 
bless  their  ministry  and  it  will  be  fraught 
with  success.  Those  who  oppose  and 
find  fault  will  not  find  joy  in  their  opposi- 
tion. Those  who  criticize  and  seek  to 
destroy  the  influence  of  the  leaders  of  the 
Church  will  suffer  the  result  of  their 
wrong-doing. 

The  only  plan. 

But  let  us  who  know,  those  of  us  who 
have  a  testimony,  go  forth  day  by  day 
and  with  love  and  kindness  unfeigned  go 
among  these  men  and  women,  whether 
they  be  in  the  Church  or  out  of  the 
Church,  and  find  a  way  to  touch  their 
hearts  and  lead  them  into  that  pathway 
that  will  insure  them  a  knowledge  of  the 
truth. 

This  is  the  Lord's  work.  As  I  said 
before,  men  may  unite  for  prayer  and 
thanksgiving,  but  that  does  not  confer 
upon  them  divine  authority.  All  the 
churches  of  the  world  might  unite  and 
agree  upon  one  plan  of  worship,  but  that 
would  not  give  them  divine  authority. 
And  if  all  the  churches  of  the  world  did 
agree  to  some  plan,  and  decide  that  that 
plan  would  be  sufficient  for  us  here  upon 
earth,  that  would  not  prepare  men  for  the 
Celestial  kingdom.  The  only  plan  that 
will  prepare  men  for  the  Celestial  king- 
dom is  the  plan  that  has  been  given  by 
Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord ;  and  the  only 
authority  that  will  qualify  men  to  teach 
and  to  officiate  in  the  ordinances  of  the 
Gospel  properly  is  the  authority  of  Jesus 
Christ,    our    Lord. 

Should  magnify  our  calling. 

Now,  brethren  and  sisters,  knowing 
that,  how-  grateful  we  ought  to  be; 
realizing  that,  how  anxious  we  should 
be    to   go    about    doing   good.        It    is    a 
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slothful  servant  who  waits  until  he  is 
commanded  in  all  things.  Our  Heavenly 
Father  expects  us  to  magnify  our  calling, 
no  matter  where  it  may  be,  no  matter 
how  humble  our  lot  in  life  may  be.  Let 
us  improve  our  talents,  so  that  when  the 
time  comes  for  the  Master  to  reward  us 
according  to  what  we  have  done,  we  may 
receive  the  blessing  that  was  given  to 
two  of  the  three  men  referred  to  in  the 
parable  of  the  talents:  "  Well  done,  good 
and  faithful  servant." 
Rejoices  in  companionship  of  Church 
Authorities. 
Again  I  say  I  know  this  is  the  work 
of  the  Lord.  I  am  thankful  for  the 
companionship  of  the  men  with  whom  I 
am  associated.  I  am  grateful  to  stand 
at  the  side  of  the  Presidency  of  the 
Church  and  among  the  Quorum  of  the 
Twelve  and  bear  witness  that  I  know 
that  this  is  God's  work.  I  am  thankful 
for  my  heritage,  grateful  for  the  love 
and  kindness  that  have. been  extended  to 
me  by  those  with  whom  I  have  asso- 
ciated. 

I  pray  God,  our  Father  in  heaven,  that 
we,  His  people,  may  see  and  understand 
nil  truth,  attune  our  lives  to  the  right- 
eousness of  the  teachings  of  the  Gospel, 
and  conduct  ourselves  in  such  a  way  that 
everywhere  we  go  men  may  rejoice  in 
our  companionship.  If  we  will  do  that 
our  homes  will  be  the  abiding  place  of 
peace;  our  towns  and  cities  and  our 
countryside  will  be  blessed  of  the  Lord. 
If  we  will  observe  the  commandments  of 
our  Heavenly  Father  we  will  not  suffer 
for  the  necessities  of  life,  beyond  what 
we  can  bear,  we  will  not  lose  the  faith, 
we  will  not  fall  into  darkness,  but  the 
light  and  joy  of  the  testimonv  that  comes 
from  our  Heavenly  Father  will  fill  our 
souls.  That   it   may   do   so,    I    humbly 

pray,  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.    Amen.

"  I  just  received  a  letter,  Jerry,  from 
one  of  those  Mormon  boys  who  stayed 
with  us.  Joseph  Smith  and  his  brother 
Hyrum  were  recently  killed  by  a  mob 
while  being  held  in  jail  at  Carthage." 
She  stopped,  puzzled  by  the  peculiar  ex- 
pression of  satisfaction  that  had  crossed 
his  face. 

"  That  ends  that  episode,"  he  said. 
"  Some  of  the  professors  said  it  wouldn't 
last  long,  but  most  of  them  figured  it 
would  develop  into  something  really 
dangerous.  A  man  with  several  thousand 
followers  believing  he  has  seen  an  angel 
can  have  a  great  effect  on  the  weaker 
minded  people  of  a  nation.  I'm  glad  it's 
over  with.  Was  that  what  you  wanted 
to  tell  me?  "        He  was  plainly  relieved. 

"  Partly,"    she   said.  "  The   rest   is 

harder.  What  makes  you  think  the 
Mormon  question  is  solved,  Jerry?  " 

He  was  astonished  at  her  blindness. 
"  Isn't  their  leader  dead?  "  he  demanded. 
"  Who  is  there  left  to  bamboozle  them 
about  God  and  angels  bringing  gold 
plates?

When  a  Tobacco  Magnate 
Stopped  Smoking. 

Dr.  John  Harvey  Kellogg,   M.D.,   LL.D. 

There  came  into  my  office  one  day  a 
tall  gentleman,  very  erect,  with  a  serious 
and  dignified  air,  features  haggard  and 
wrinkled,  skin  sallow  and  a  depressed 
and  worried  facial  expression. 

Without  sitting,  he  said,  "  Dr.  Kel- 
logg, I  am  Charles  S.  Keene,  Vice- 
President  of  the  American  Tobacco  Com- 
pany. I  am  sixty-seven  years  old.  1 
have     myocarditis.  I     have     consulted 

many  physicians.  They  have  been  able 
to  give  me  no  help  and  offer  me  no  hope. 
I  am  informed  that  I  have  at  most,  not 
more  than  two  or  three  years  to  live. 
This  is  a  fine  old  world,  Doctor,  and 
I'd  like  to  stay  a  little  longer  and  enjoy 
it.  I  have  come  out  here  to  Battle  Creek 
to  see  if  possibly  you  might  not  be  able 
to  do  something  to  help  me  so  that  I  may 
live  a  few  more  years.  Can  you  help 
me?" 

As  he  still  stood,  so  anxious  that  he 
would  not  sit  before  hearing  my  answer 
to  his  question,  I  said,  "  I  suppose,  of 
course,  you  smoke,  Mr.  Keene." 

"  Oh,  yes,"  he  replied,  "  I  have 
smoked  ten  or  twelve  strong  cigars  every 
day  for  forty  years." 

"  If  you  will  stop  smoking,"  I  sug- 
gested,  "  I  have  no  doubt  you  will   im- 


prove greatly  and  may  add  some  years  to 
your  life." 

"  Do  you  really  think,  Doctor,  that 
smoking  has  anything  to  do  with  my 
heart  trouble?  " 

"  I  do  not  doubt  that  it  has.  It  may 
be  the  chief  cause  of  it.  I  have  known 
many  cases  in  which  persons  suffering 
from  myocarditis  made  wonderful  im- 
provement after  they  stopped  smoking." 

Said  Mr.  Keene,  gripping  his  hands 
in  his  eagerness,  and  speaking  in  a  very 
earnest  tone,  his  face  turned  slightly  up- 
ward and  beaming  with  hope  : 

"  Doctor,  I'm  ready  to  do  anything 
that  is  necessary  for  me  to  do  in  order 
that  I  may  have  the  privilege  of  living 
a  few  more  years  in  this  fine  old  world." 

"  Well,  then,"  said  I,  "  you  will  stop 
smoking  at  once,"  and  he  did. 

Three  weeks  later,  sitting  in  my  office, 
he  reported  : 

"  Really,  Doctor,"  he  said,  "  I  nave 
not  missed  my  cigars  so  much  as  I  ex- 
pected. Yesterday  I  lighted  a  cigarette, 
not  because  I  craved  it,  but,  rather,  out 
of  curiosity,  and  to  my  great  surprise, 
found  that  I  cared  little  for  it.  1  threw 
it  away.  Doctor,  I  have  been  thinking 
this  matter  over  and  have  made  up  my 
mind  that  tobacco  does  a  great  many  men 
a  great  deal  of  harm." 

Pausing  a  moment,  he  added,  "  and  it 
doesn't  do  anybody  any  good.  I  have 
given  it  up  myself." 

Already  he  was  showing  improvement. 
He  continued  to  improve.  At  the  end 
of  three  months,  he  was  able  to  reiurn 
home  greatly  bettered  in  every  way.  He 
not  only  stopped  smoking,  but  he  adopted 
the  whole  biologic  programme.  He  was 
most  meticulously  careful  to  observe 
every  precept  of  the  biologic  code.  No 
coffee  or  tea,  never  a  taste  of  meat  of 
any  sort,  fish,  flesh  or  fowl,  no  condi- 
ments, efficient  eliminations,  exercise  and 
fresh  air.  Every  health-promoting  means 
of  any  sort  was  made  a  part  of  his  health 
programme.  He  became  a  most  enthusi- 
astic advocate  of  the  biologic  life.  After 
returning  home,  he  spread  the  gospel 
among  his  friends,  and  soon  came  Mr. 
P ,  of ,  with  a  letter  of  intro- 
duction from  Mr.    Keene. 

"  Ever    since    his    return    from    Battle 
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Creek,"  said  Mr.   P ,  "  Mr.   Keene 

has  been  after  me  about  smoking.  When- 
ever   he    sees    me,    he    says,    '  P— — , 

you're  smoking  your  head  off.  Go  up 
to  Battle  Creek  and  get  rid  of  it." 

And     Mr.     P stopped    smoking, 

and  with  great  benefit.  A  few  months 
later  he  resumed  "  moderately,"  of 
course,  a  trap  into  which  so  many  fall, 
and  often  under  bad  medical  advice,  and 
in  a  few  months  went  to  the  cemetery. 

Others  of  Mr.  Keene's  friends  came 
and  profited  greatly  by  renouncing  the 
cigar  and   the  cigarette. 

Twice  a  year  Mr.  Keene  spent  a  month 
at  the  Sanitorium  for  examination  and 
treatment  and  for  several  years  made 
steady  improvement.  Ten  years  after 
he  first  appeared  in  my  office,  Mr.  Keene 
came  back  on  his  semi-annual  visit  and, 
as  he  walked  into  my  office,  exclaimed  : 
"  Doctor,  you  have  added  twenty  years  to 
my  life." 

He  certainly  looked  many  years  younger 
than  when  ten  years  before  he  first  ap- 
peared in  my  office.  His  face  was  free 
from  wrinkles  and  his  complexion  that  of 
a  robust,  country  school  boy.  Renounc- 
ing the  tobacco  habit  would,  without 
doubt,  add  five  or  ten  years  to  the  life 
of  the  average  smoker  who  has  attained 
the  age  of  fifty  or  sixty  yeans.  The 
earlier  the  practice  is  given  up,  the 
greater  the  number  of  years  that  may  be 
added  to  the  life  expectancy. 

There  is  good  ground  for  believing 
that  the  average  smoker  loses  more  than 
five  yeas  of  life  because  of  the  habit. 
This  means  an  annual  loss  to  the  country 
and  the  world  of  many  thousands  or 
human  lives  because  of  indulgence  in  the 
weed  which  Columbus  found  when  he  dis- 
covered America,  and  of  which  his  sailors 
said,  "  we  saw  the  naked  savages  twist 
huge  leaves  together  and  smoke  like 
devils."

The  Auxiliary  Organizations  of 
the  Church. 

In  addition  to  the  quorums  of  the 
priesthood,  there  are  in  the  Church  a 
number  of  helpful  organzatiOns  known  as 
the  auxiliary  organizations.  These  are  : 
1  ne  National  Women's  Relief  Society, 
The  Deseret  Sunday  School  I'nion,  The 
Young  Men's  Mutual  Improvement 
Association,  The  Young  Women's  Mutual 
Improvement  Association,  and  The 
Primary     Association.  There     are     two 

other  organizations  which  are  not  classed 
36  auxiliaries,  namely,  The  Religious 
Classes — an  adjunct  Of  the  Church 
School  system — and  the  Genealogical 
Society  of  Utah,  which  is  closely  related 
in  its  work  to  the  temples. 

The  National  Women's  Relief  Society. 

According  to  the  minutes  of  the  original 
meeting  of  the  National  Women's  Relief 
Society,  17th  March,  1842,  at  Xauvoo, 
Illinois,  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  said 
the  object  of  the  society  was  to  look  after 
the  needs  of  the  poor,  to  search  after 
objects  of  charity,  and  to  administer  to 
their  wants;  and  to  assist  by  correcting 
the  morals  and  strengthening  the  virtue^ 
of  the  community.  He  also  expressed 
the  desire  that  the  society  should  be  a 
select  company  of  the  virtuous  and  those 
who  would  walk  circumspectly.  One 
feature  of  the  work  of  the  society,  he 
said,  should  be  to  purge  out  iniquity  and 
surmount  difficulties.  He  also  instructed 
the  sisters  that  in  their  proceedings  there 
must  be  decision  of  character  aside  from 
sympathy. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  a  member- 
ship of  67,000  women  throughout  the 
world.  The  character  of  the  organiza- 
tion is  the  same  now  as  when  organized, 
although  the  work  has  been  enlarged. 
The  following  activities  are  now  featured  : 
Suffrage,  grain  saving,  silk  industry, 
nursing,  caring  for  the  needy,  sick,  aged, 
dependent,  and  the  dead :  and  the 
development  of  a  programme  of  educa- 
tion for  family  welfare,  health  instruction, 
and  household  management.  A  special 
feature  of  the  work  is  monthlv  visits  by 
teachers  to  all  Latter-day  Saint  homes. 
The  educational  and  cultural  activities  of 
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the  society  include  uniform  courses  of 
study  on  religious  and  educational  topics, 
given  in  regular  weekly  meetings.  In 
1914  the  Relief  Society  Magazine  was 
established,  which  now  has  a  circulation 
of  nearly  thirty  thousand. 

The  Deseret  Sunday  School  Union. 

As  an  organization,  auxiliary  to  the 
Priesthood,  the  ultimate  aim  of  the  Sun- 
day schools  is  to  teach  the  principles  of 
the  Gospel  and  to  stimulate  the  pupils  to 
render  willing  obedience  thereto.  More 
specifically,  the  Sunday  school  aims  to 
equip  its  members  that  they  will  be  able 
not  only  to  work  out  their  own  salva- 
tion through  the  application  of,  and 
obedience  to,  the  principles  of  the  Gospel 
which  they  have  been  taught,  but  also 
to>  prepare  themselves  for  service  in  the 
Priesthood,  in  the  mission  fields,  and  in 
the  organizations  at  home,  through  which 
opportunities  are  afforded  them  to  render 
service  to  others.  The  Sunday  school 
recognizes  no  age  limit,  but  aims  to 
accommodate  all  grades  of  spiritual 
development  from  infancy  to  old  age. 

To  the  Sunday  school  has  been 
assigned  primarily  the  work  of  studying 
religion.  Its     course    of     study     is     so 

arranged  that  if  a  student  begins  in  the 
kindergarten  and  proceeds  through  the 
various  departments  he  will  have  a  well- 
rounded  comprehension  of  fundamental 
religion  and  the  doctrines  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  Church  prides  itself  on  the  fact 
that  all  of  its  members  are,  or  should  be, 
conversant  with  its  doctrines.  It  is  not 
a  Church  where  only  the  officers  are  able 
to  explain  its  teachings.  The  Church 
insists  that  every  member  should  be  so 
well  prepared  on  the  doctrines  that  he 
may  at  any  time  be  able  to  explain  them 
to  anv  inquirer. 

From  one  school  with  one  teacher  and 
thirty  pupils  in  1849  the  organization  has 
grown  till  in  1930  it  has  about  2,000 
schools  with  26,661  teachers,  and 
285,090  pupils  enrolled,  throughout  the. 
Stakes  and  Missions  of  the  Church. 
The  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's 
Mutual  Improvement  Associations. 

The  aim  of  the  Mutual  Improvement 
Associations  is  to  direct  its  efforts  along 
the  following  lines :  worship,  service, 
studv    and   recreation.  In    addition   to 


developing  spirituality,  which  alv\  ays 
Standi  out  foremost  among  the  obliga- 
tions ol  I  lie  members  of  the  Church, 
(  omes  the  desire  to  take  every  oppor- 
tunity to  live  rightly  in  relation  to  one's 
fellow -men.  The  M.I. A.  helps  young 
people  in  the  Following  ways:  (1)  it  places 
one  in  companionship  with  the  best 
elements  in  the  community ;  (2)  it  gives 
unusual  social  advantages,  and  provides 
wholesome  recreation  under  proper 
leadership ;  (3)  it  affords  opportunity  to 
express  one's  self  before  the  public, 
which  in  itself  is  valuable  training  for  the 
duties  of  life;  (4)  it  enables  one  to  dis- 
cover one's  possibilities  and  to  render 
actual  service  to  others ;  (5)  it  satisfies 
every  condition  and  want  usually  supplied 
by  social  societies,  literary  organizations 
and  private  clubs,  and  it  teaches  young 
men  and  women  proper  conduct  at 
dances  and  socials  ;•  (6)  it  develops  the  boy 
in  athletics  and  scout-craft  and  teaches 
the  girls  the  essentials  of  home  making, 
it  provides  for  them  both  all  forms  of 
wholesome  recreation ;  (7)  it  affords 
training  in  music,  dramas,  dancing, 
public  speaking,  story-telling,  and  other 
fine  arts,  and  helps  one  to  find  one's  life 
work;  (8)  it  gives  one  something  to  do, 
it  keeps  alive  the  ideals  of  noble  ambi- 
tions, and  holds  one  in  harmony  with  the 
truths  of  the  Gospel.  There  are  about 
100,000  young  men  and  women  in  the 
Church  who  are  regularly  being  bene- 
fited  by  these  organizations. 

The  Primary  Association. 
The  need  of  child  culture  and  special 
religious  training  for  the  children  was  the 
motive  that  prompted  the  organization  of 
the  Primary  Association  in  the  Church. 
The  Lord  has  placed  the  responsibility 
of  the  training  of  the  children  of  the 
Church  members  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
parents,  where  it  properly  belongs.  How- 
ever, in  the  multitude  of  duties  it  is  neces- 
sary that  some  help  be  extended  to  assist 
the  parents  in  the  important  labour,  and 
the  various  auxiliary  organizations  were 
given  for  this  purpose. 

The  Primary  Association  originated  at 
Farmington,  Utah,  25th  August,  1878, 
and  has  grown  to  a  membership  of  over 
105,000      members.  Its      membership 

ranges  from  four  to  fourteen  for  girls  and 
four  to  twelve  for  bovs.       The  activities 
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of    this    association    are    so    wonderful    in 
character  building  that  they  challenge  the 
admiration  of  all  who  study  them.         I  he 
following     activities     are     now     featured  : 
singing,     prayer,    often     in     concert     and 
often     by     the    individual     child     himself, 
lesson  presentation  upon  such  subjects  .is 
obedience,  faith  in  God,  punctuality,  good 
manners,    Word   of    Wisdom   observance, 
memorization  of  Bible  and  Book  of  Mor- 
mon    verses,     gems,     poems,     etc.         Its 
outside   activities   provide   entertainments, 
picnics     in     groves     and     parties     where 
games  are  taught.        The  field  of  activity 
is    considered     to     be     practical     religion, 
developed    through    the    fields    of    ethics, 
economics,       sociology,       and       athletics. 
Under      practical      religion      the      oppor- 
tunity    is     afforded    for    children     to     live 
out    experiences    in    religion    in    a    happy 
way   and   thus   find   joy    in   church   affilia- 
tion.       In  ethics  a  means  is  provided  for 
teaching     the     principles     of     right     and 
wrong,  and  love  for  right ;  of  developing 
habits   of   right   conduct    in    all   social   re- 
lationships.       The  economic  projects   in- 
clude teaching  the  child  how  to  conserve 
the  means  which  he  earns,  how  to  work, 
to  save,  to  spend  wisely.       Through  work 
and    service    in    and    about    the    house    he 
may    be    encouraged     and    stimulated    to 
share   unselfishly  ;   to  save  for  the  benefit 
of  others  and  to  aid  in  the  support  of  his 
own  associations  and  various  others.      He 
is    taught    economy    by    various    means, 
including  ingenuity  in  the  making  of  use- 
ful      and       ornamental       articles       from 
discarded     and     waste     materials.         The 
sociological    principals    taught    include    an 
understanding    of    the    problems    of    life, 
including    agreeable    manners   and   proper 
decorum.        In  the   fields  of  athletics  and 
recreation  the  child  is  given  an  incentive 
to    indulge    in    activities    that    make    for 
health,   joy  and  creative  development. 

In  order  to  accommodate  more  children 
who  desire  Primary  work,  Neighbourhood 
Primaries  have  been  commenced.  These 
little  classes  are  held  in  the  homes  of 
some  willing  parent  so  that  the  children 
of  the  neighbourhood  can  attend  once  a 
week     after     school.  Under     the     able 

supervision  of  Sister  J.  Fourie,  who  is  the 
supervisor  of  the  Mission  Primaries,  this 
work  has  got  started  in  South  Africa  and 
will    be    enlarged    as    the    members    and 


friends   of   the   Church    realize   its   great 
worth. 
The    following    is    a    retrospect    ol    the 

growth  <>l  the  South  African  Mission 
Primaries  from  18th  August,  1932,  to 
18th  August,  1934,  contributed  by  S.stcr 
Fourie,  the  beginner  of  the  first  Primary 
in   South   Africa  : —

be  glad  and  give  thanks  to  the  Lord; 
for  truly  He  has  done  great  things  lor  the 
Primaries   of    the   South    Africa    Mission. 

From  out  the  hour  spent  together  every 
week  since  the  organization  of  the 
Primary  class,  known  as  the  "  Bus\ 
Bees,"  two  years  ago,  teacher  and 
children  have  come  bound  together  b\ 
bonds  of  sympathy  and  faith,  controlled 
by  the  strongest  guiding    force — love. 

My  beloved  little  bees,  we  are  grateful 
to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  all  He  has 
done  for  us;  but  never  before,  we  are  dis- 
posed to  think,  has  gratitude  for  our 
blessings  been  more  warmly  felt  than 
now  that  our  hearts,  warmed  1>\  the 
beautiful  lessons  we  have  learned  in 
Primary  have  expanded  and  our  hands 
have  been  extended  in  loving  fellowship 
to  the  eleven  Primary  teachers  and  107 
children      who      have     joined      the      South 

African     Mission     Primary     Association 

since    February,    1934,    making   a    total    of 
12  teachers  and   11   children. 

We  feel  so  happy  to  have  you  working 
along  with  us  in  the  same  great  cause 
that  we  are  content  to  stand  back  and 
admire  you  and  watch  you  grow  and 
flourish  under  the  guidance  of  your 
wonderful  Primary  Mothers  and  their 
faithful   assistants. 

Let  us  unitedly  pray  that  we  may  ever 
be  devoted  to  the  loving  and  lasting  ser- 
vice of  Our  Master  and  may  manv  more 
enlist  in  this  truly  happy  and  worthy 
cause. 

God  bless  the  entire  Primarv  Associa- 
tion. 

Religion   Classes. 

The  Church  has  always  encouraged 
education  and  wherever  there  have  been 
members,  religious  education  has  been 
sponsored.  Even  in  the  earlv  persecu- 
tions and  drivings,  whenever  a  sufficient 
number  of  members  settled  in  any  locality 
long  enough  to  justify  it,  some  suitable 
person  was  selected  to  teach  and  a  school 
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jyas  organized.  The  stud)'  of  the  Bible 
has  always  been  prominent  in  our  schools, 
and  many  acadamies,  colleges  and  uni- 
versities have  been  established  by  the 
Church.  When     the     state     began     to 

maintain  schools,  the  Church  held  religi- 
ous classes  before  or  after  the  regular 
school  hours,  and  has  decreased  its 
number  of  secular  educational  institu- 
tions. However,  wherever  possible, 
seminaries  are  established  and  operated 
in  conjunction  with  the  regular  state 
schools  in  settlements  of  Church  mem- 
bers. These  seminaries  teach  religion 
to  member  and  non-member,  who  desire 
to  register  in  the  classes.  The  semina- 
ries are  financed  by  the  Church. 

The    Genealogical   Society. 

The  Genealogical  Society  of  Utah  is  a 
Church  institution.  It  is  not  confined 
to  the  borders  of  Utah,  but  is  as  exten- 
sive in  its  field  of  activity  as  is  the 
Church.  It  was  organized  for  the  pur- 
pose of  aiding  the  members  of  the 
Church  in  the  collecting  and  compiling  of 
the  records  of  their  dead  preparatory  to 
the  performance  of  ordinance  work  for 
their  salvation  in  the  temples  of  the  Lord. 
An  efficient  Genealogical  Society  is 
organized   in   the   South   African   Mission. 

At  present  all  the  above-mentioned 
auxiliaries,  except  the  Religion  Class,  pre 
functioning  in  South  Africa,  supervised 
by  a  well  organized  Mission  General 
Board,  which  is  steadilv  getting  new 
auxiliaries  created.  Some  of  the  branches 
of  the  Church  have  all  of  them,  while  in 
other  settlements  of  the  saints  only  one 
or  two  or  three  of  the  organizations  are 
operating.  Still,  it  is  the  aim  of  the 
Church  to  develop  the  members  as  they 
join  the  Church  to  become  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  all  the  Church  activities, 
consequently  developing  each  member 
and  giving  him  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
what  is  expected  of  him  as  a  Saint  of 
God.  As  time  passes,  all  these  organiza- 
tions will  be  instituted  in  the  branches 
of  the  Church  in  South   Africa.
